Mrs. Weber, so her husband told 
the court, refused to bear him chil­ 
dren. 
Upon that 
eugenic 
principle 
the couple split. 
It was not because 
Mrs. Weber did not want children, 
but rather because she adhered to 
the eugenic rule that it was not right 
to bring children into the world un­ 
til the parents were prepared prop­ 
erly to support them. 
As Dr. W eber is a young physician 
just establishing himself in practice, 
his wife explained to the court that 
ii would be better for them to live as 
platonic friends until he rose higher 
in his profession.

The differences between the couple 
over these eugenic principles became 
so critical that Mrs. Weber, according 
to her husband, expressed a willing­ 
ness to have children if her wealthy 
father would support them. 
\\ heil she made that proposition to 
her father, who had no faith in eugen­ 
ics, Dr. Weber told the court, he gave 
her an old-fashioned slap in the face. 
She wanted her father to give her 
a written guarantee that he w'ould 
support her children, because, she ex­ 
plained, she had no faith in the word 
of a man. 
When the couple separated, as a re­ 
sult 
of 
their 
divergent view's, Dr. 
Weber believed that later on his wife 
would discard eugenics and return to 
him. 
To that end, he told the court, he 
signed separation papers agreeing to 
support her, and a clause was insert­ 
ed binding them 
to 
live 
together 
when Mrs. Weber had outgrown her 
eugenic ideas. 
This agreement was 
not a success. 
Then they agreed to 
separate.
